French entente, the chief bulwark 
against co.-nplete chaos In Europe, 
was menaced today as never before 
as a result of the breakup of the 
allied conference on German in- 
demnity. 
The entente still exists, 


but Britain is standing pat in her 
opposition to France's demands and 
is awaiting the next Frenctuujove. 


Tho collapse of the allied con- 


ference was due to opposition by 
the British and French

Producing Costs 


MOSCOW, Aug. 15.—Production 


charges In many Russian factories 
have become so high that the So- 
viet government would now find it 
cheaper to import certain manu- 
factured articles than 
to 
make 


them at home. 


For example, it is said that har- 


vester machines can be purchased 
and transported from Germany, or 
even from America, to Russia for 
much less than the cost of produc- 
ing them in. tho plant of the In- 
ternational 
Harvester 
Company, 


near Moscow. 


This American factory, one 
of 


the few industries in Russia that 
was not nationalized by the Bolshe- 
vik!, is one of the most efficient 
in the country, but its production 
costs almost twice that of the Ger- 
man and American plants of the 
company. 
This is chiefly due to 


the high prices of raw material, 
but the unusual Russian labor laws 
also are an important factor. 


For example, a workman whose 


wife is expecting a child is paid 
25 per cent additional salary for 
nine months, and in tho month 
when the child is born receives 
«hll nnnthor fill! rirwVr r>n;-. If 
the workman in supporting a sis- 
ter or a mother or any other wo- 
man In an interesting- condition, 
the same rule applies, while a fem- 
inine employee receives ovrn more 
liberal treatment, 
amounting to 


seven full months' extra pay. 


The average daily pay of a Rus- 


sian workman is about $1 exclusive 
of extras, but it has been estimated 
that fu o Russians, who work under 
less efficient conditions than 
in 


America, no matter what their in- 
vidual ability, 
produce only as 


much as two Americans working in 
the United States -with more 
im- 


proved machinery.

Plea of Property Owners 


For Bond Issue. 


BERKELEY, Aug. 15.—Overrul- 


ing the protest of a half hundred 
property owners, the Berkeley City 
Council this morning ordered the 
laying of a sewer along Telegraph 
avenue the entire lengtti in Berke- 
ley, and took action to create an as- 
sessment district. 


The property owners, headed by 


J. T. Short: secretary of the Ashby 
club, and Dr. A. L. Adams, were in 
favor of the. improvement work, but 
opposed .-the assessment district. . 


Their contention was that the en- 


tire city shquld be bonded for the 
work, and that the burden-of ex- 
pense should not rest on the shoul- 
ders of the taxpayers In the vicinr 
ity of Telegraph avenue. •' 


It was further brought out by 


the protestors that in 1913 when 
a bond issue was floated to carry 
out sewer .improvement? through- 
out the city, Telegraph avenue was 
included. 
At that time the city 


council had to eliminate that thor- 
oughfare from the program because 
of the lack of funds, the bond issue 
fceing less than was needed to carry 
out the work. 


-When the . rotest of the taxpay- 
ers was placed before a vote of the 
council this morning, Commissioner 
of Finance and Eevenue Carl Bart- 
lett- was the only member casting- 
a negative vote. : 'e supported the 
property-owners' in their f^ght for 
a bond issue instead of ari-assess- 
ment district.

Kentucky moonshiner was-" the

Today moun- 
tain stills are too far away .from 
the markets. 
Right in the heart of our big- 


gest cities, in the 'basements of 
office buildings, 'in manufactur- 
ing plants, in cleaning" and dye- 
ing establishments, in soft drink % 
manufacturies, in poultry yards 
and stores and in livery stables, 
,thers are stills that turn' out 
hundreds of gallons of "rotgut" 
daily and send the green poison 
out by regular deliveries to the 
bootleg joints everywhere. Many

Just What Can Be Done in

We have greater fear of heart 


disease than of almost any other 
ailment. Fear of heart disease has 
driven many a woman to the doc- 
tor and many a man from business. 


I do not wish to minimize the im- 


portance of heart disease, but, as I 
said 'he other day, the only man I 
ever knew personally who lived to 
be a hundred, quit work at thirtj- 
five to nurse a bad heart! 


, If you believe you have .heart dip- 
ease go to an expert and find out 
for certain whether you actuallyj 
have heart trouble or whether it is' 
all imagination. There are many 
symptoms due 'to transient and 
comparatively harmless conditions 
which may seem to come from the 
heart. Don't make your own diag- 
nosis. 


Inflammation of the sac about 


the heart is called '"pericarditis." It 
is is characterized by pain in the 
region of the heart and in the left 
shoulder. This discomfort may be 
quite pronounced and accompanied 
by difficult breathing. 


Don't get scared if you happen to 


have syniptoms> II^B these, because 
exactly'the same symptoms may 
come from the stomach. 
• 


A cough and a rapid pulse are 


other symptoms. The doctor ca'n 
find still other signs by listening 
to the heart's action. 


Heart disease of this type, and, 


indeed, all the other forms may be 
due to infection of some sort. It is 
extremely common to have pericar- 
ditis following rheumatic fever— 
"inflammatory rheumatism." Ton- 
siHtts, especially 
foLlicular ton- 


silitis—the -kind where there are 
"patches" on the tonsils—may ba 
followed by pericarditis. 


The contagious or infectious dis- 


eases of childhood, Bright's dis- 
ease and diabetes may .have this 
trouble as a secondary condition. 


If there really is heart inflamma- 


tion, there must be complete rest 
in bed. Peace and quiet are essen- 
tial to speedy recovery. 


Liquid diet is indicated when tho 


atiack is at its height. Tho food 
must be of a non-stimulating kind. 


Of course, the family phj'sician 


will direct the medical treatment 
and meet conditions as they arise. 


Do not give way to your fears. 


Tho fear of heart disease is not 
justified. But do not fail to see that 
your teeth, tonsils, nasal sinuses, 
intestines and Jsidneys are doing 
their full'duty.
